HUNGARY INSTEAD OF DANZIG 

Hitler is reported to be preparing a 
rapid change in his immediate foreign 
ambitions—a switch-over from Danzig 
to Hungary (writes “The People’s” 
Political Correspondent). 

The united stand by the demo- 
cracies and by Poland has shown him 
that, if he tries to take Danzig by 
force, it means war. On the other 
hand, Hungary is bound by no alli- 
ances to the democracies and might 
be snatched with the same ease as 
Austria and Czechoslovakia. 


In readiness for the new move, he 
has taken two steps during the past 
week. These are:— 

(1) Representatives of the Hun- 
garian Government have been sum- 
moned to Berlin to be told that Hitler 
intends to annex Hungary. 

(2) Vast concentrations of German 
troops have taken place in Slovakia 
and the South-east German border, 
ready for the march-in. 


A VITAL DISCUSSION 


The question of Danzig will be further 
discussed tomorrow, when Count 
Razcynski, the Polish Ambassador, who 
has been consulting with Colonel Beck 
in Warsaw, sees Lord Halifax in London. 

It depends on what the Count tells 

Lord Halifax whether Mr. Chamber- 

lain makes the statement which he 

and the French Government have 
drawn up during the last few days. 

There is a feeling that it may be 
possible to open negotiations -between 
Hitler and Colonel Beck in the next few 
days for a settlement of the Danzig ques- 
tion by peaceful means. 


COL. BECK’S CONDITIONS 
Colonel} Beck’s announcement last 
Friday of the three conditions which he 
requires of “Danzig is regarded as an 
indication that he is ready to negotiate 
on all other questions. These three con- 


‘ditions are:— 


(1) Danzig must remain outside the 
frontier of the German Reich. 

(2) It must remain inside the Polish 
Customs Area. 

(3) Polish rights in Danzig must be 
subjected neither to -theoretical 
nor to practical control. The 
militarisation of Danzig would 
be regarded as control. 

The view is taken in diplomatic 
circles that these terms would be un- 
acceptable to Hitler. 

But they may become a starting point 
from which negotiation could proceed.

HE BIGGEST AIR RAID DEFENCE TEST YET 

ATTEMPTED IN THIS COUNTRY WAS HELD LAST 

NIGHT AND THIS MORNING OVER PRACTICALLY THE 
WHOLE OF SOUTHERN ENGLAND. 


There was a complete black-out 
of 15 counties, with an area of 


over 16,000 square miles, from 
midnight till 4 a.m. today. 

The area included a long line of 
coast, dotted with seaside resorts 
packed with holiday-makers. 

“Incidents” began shortly after the 
black-out warning was given. Incendiary 
“bombs” were dropped from R.A.F. 
planes, who were “ raiders” as well as 
observers of the effectiveness of the 
black-out. 

R.A.F. TEST, TOO 

The testing of the A.R.P. ground 
organisation- in. this huge area was ar- 
ranged because at the same time the 
R.A.F. was carrying out a large-scale 
rehearsal for the home defence exer- 
cises to be held in August. This re- 
hearsal began at 8 p.m. on Saturday 
night and lasts until 8 p.m. today. 

The darkened counties in the test 
were Gloucestershire, Wiltshire, Somer- 
set, Dorset, Oxfordshire, Berkshire, 

Hampshire, Buckinghamshire, Bedford- 

shire, Hertfordshire, Suffolk, Essex, 

Kent (except areas in the London 

region), Sussex, and the Isle of Wight. 

Hundreds of thousands of civilian 
volunteer members of the various 
branches of A.R.P. took part, and nerve 
centres in all the separate areas were 
put to a war-time test in relation to the 
efficiency of organisation and speed of 
communication.

All Neon lights and electric signs were 
switched off, and street lamps put out. 


TO THE RESCUE 

In one town a major “disaster” was 
staged, and fire engines, ambulances and 
other A.R.P. squads sped through the 
pitch-black countryside to their assist- 
ance. 

In Kent and Sussex a complete air 
raid rehearsal covered 250 vital miles 
of coastline. 

In Eastbourne, Portsmouth, Chiches- 
ter, Hastings and Brighton there were 
“* invisible ” policemen, wearing capes 
treated with luminous paint which only 
showed when the rays of shielded car 
lights fell upon. it. ; 

In Chatham, Gillingham and Roches- 
ter miniature high explosive bombs were 
exploded. 

The centre for Gloucestershire was at 
the Shire Hall, Gloucester, The Guild- 
hall was used as the city centre. 

Service aeroplanes carried out raids 
and members of the Observer Corps 
were on duty at their posts for 24 hours.

«Sid Everywhere 
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OHN PEMBERTON, who sailed 

on the famous voyage of the 

Marie Celeste, has recently died. 

Before his death he gave per- 

mission for the true facts to be 

revealed, putting an end to one 
of the most romantic legends of the 
sea. 

His story kills a host of fantastic 
theories; at the same time it reveals 
that the truth is more dramatic, more 
sensational, than any fiction that has 
clustered round the name Marie Celeste. 

The known facts are that on Decem- 
ber 17, 1872, a small American brig 
limped into Gibraltar with four men 
aboard. 

They told the port authorities that 
they were a prize crew from a Nova 
Scotian barquentine, the Dei Gratia, 
and that they had found the brig 
abandoned, in full sail, in mid-Atlantic. 

The other details of their story, sup- 
ported by the mate of the Dei Gratia, 
later made this a world-wide sensation. 
There were signs of a “terrible struggle” 
on the brig. j 

A cutlass, apparently blood-stained, 
was found in the cabin. Her cargo was 
wood-alcohol in casks, consigned from 
New York to Genoa, and one cask had 
been removed to the cabin. 

They said they found three coffee 
cups in the saloon. The coffee in them 
was still warm. 

They said there were three shirts 
hanging on the forecastle-head. The 
shirts were newly washed, still wet. 

They said there was no log-book, no 
instruments of navigation. And they 
claimed £20,000 for “ finding a derelict.” 

The authorities duly examined the 
“ blood-stained ” cutlass. ‘They cross- 
examined the men. They reported that 
the real name of the big was not the 
Marie Celeste—by which name it has 
gone down to history—but the Mary 
Sellars. 


SCEPTICAL OFFICIALS 


The real name was painted on the 
bows—the maiden name of the part- 
owner-captain’s wife. In New York, 
however, an illiterate Frenchman had 
in error painted his version of Mary 
Sellars on the stern. 

Legal experts believed the story. 
Naval authorities on the inquiry com- 
mission, however, were more sceptical, 
and awarded only £1,700 for “ rendering 
assistance to a distressed vessel.” 

John Pemberton was the cook of the 
Mary Sellars. For years afterwards he 
knew nothing of the claim, and the 
stories that were told of the strange last 
cruise of his ship. 

He accounts for every detail of the 
discoveries, for he was there. 

There were four theories widely given 
for the finding of a ship in mid-Atlantic 
from which the crew had suddenly and 
recently disappeared without trace. 

They were as follows:— 

1—The captain and crew, becalmed, 
had a bet to see which could swim round 
the_ship first. A sudden gust of wind 
took the Mary Sellars away from them. 

2.—A spirit-cask exploded in the hold, 
and they took to the boat for safety. 
While waiting a strong wind took the 
Mary Sellars out of reach. (This 
accounts for the missing cask.) 

3—The skipper went berserk after 
drinking the wood alcohol, murdered the 
crew with the cutlass and tossed their 
bodies overboard, later jumping over 
himself. 

4—A giant octopus reared out of the 
Atlantic and plucked the humans from 
the brig one by one! (This was sug- 
gested in a film). 

But of these theories John Pemberton 
knew nothing. His personal story begins 
on an October day in New York, in the 
year 1872. 


PRIVATE ARRANGEMENT 


The narrator was then an illiterate, 
thin and lanky man of 18 His pro- 
spects in the world were slight; other- 
wise he. would not have been the cook 
on such a notorious ship as the Mary 
Sellars under Captain Briggs. 

“We could not get a crew for the 
journey to Genoa, and Captain Briggs 
was unwilling even to pay the stevedores 
for getting the cargo inboard,” he said. 

“One night Captain Moorhouse, of 
the Dei Gratia, came to visit Captain 
Briggs. I heard Captain Moorhouse 
suggest that since neither of them was 
making money, it might be possible to 
arrange to ‘make a salvage job’ of the 
Mary Sellars.” 

His plan was to loan Captain Briggs 
three A.B.s, so that the Mary Sellars 
could leave the port. The Dei Gratia 
was then to meet the Mary Sellars at 
an appointed rendezvous in the Azores 
—off Ponta Delgada, Customs officials 
were not so strict there. 

The three men could be shipped back 
to the Dei Gratia; and since they were 
on the articles of the Dei Gratia, none 
would know they had been on another 
ship 2 

But at the last minute Captain Briggs 
sprang a surprise on his mate. He 
announced that he proposed to have his 
wife as passenger for the trip. 

Mrs. Mary Briggs was “a character.”

The Mary Sellars sailed with as 
strange a complement as ever put to 
sea; Captain and Mrs. Briggs, the mate, 
three 'A.B.s signed on the articles of the 
Dei Gratia, two seamen shanghaied 
from a New York waterside boarding 
house, and John Pemberton the cook.

“ postmen ” delivered the letters 
in Berlin. This was the climax 
to women taxi drivers and omnibus con- 
ductors appearing on the streets. i 

Women have replaced men as waiters; 
women young and quite old are working 
in the allotment gardens. 

It is suddenly a women’s world, but 
the preparations have been going on for 
months. 

Elderly Berliners are very sad, because 
this is the war scene all over again. 

The men have been gradually 
away, to the munition factories, to the 
wong go> _ = to works deemed to 
be of national portance. 

One of the first decrees ever brought 
in by Hitler, almost forgotten now, was 
the order for national conscription of 
male and female labour, 

This was followed by the order to all 
German women: “ Back to the kitchen.” 

Thousands of jobs all over Germany 
became available for men only. 

But then came the speeding up of 
preparations for war, and so Hitler has 
taken the German women out of the 
kitchen and put them to work again. 

The shortage of labour in Germany is 
serious. 

I have seen thousands of acres of land 
uncultivated, and unless means can be 
found to find male labour the food 
shortage next winter, whether there is 
an international conflict.or not, will be 
more acute. 
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HAPPY 'MAIDS 
ORDERED TO RETURN 


Mistresses in Germany who can still 
afford to keep a domestic servant can’t 
find them, . 

In a spirit of appeasement Hitler 
ordered thousands of German maid ser- 
vants working happily and securely in 
England to return to this country 
forthwith. 

It is whispered that hundreds refused 
to obey, but their names are on the 
German Black List and pressure will be 
brought to bear on them to force their 
return. 

Typists and saleswomen working in 
the Rhineland have been warned that 
they cannot leave a post to take another 
at a higher salary. 

Prospective employers have also been 
warned that they must make personal 
inquiry as to the salary the girl was 
receiving in her last post, and he must 
pay the same, unless the salary paid 
happened to be below the official stan- 
dard—which is indeed low in all con- 
science. 

In Berlin, where the highest salaries 
are paid, an employer can engage a girl 
shorthand-typist speaking and writing 
German, French and English fluently, 
and for a trifle more than £3 a week. 

If the girl is supporting one or more 
relatives, the Nazis take away only 18 
per cent. of her salary. But if she is 
“on her own,” away goes a quarter of 
her salary every month to various Nazi 
funds. 

Now there is a shortage of office help, 
due to the almost weekly increase in 
the number of Government institutions 
requiring shorthand-typists. 

To cope with the situation in Berlin, 
Hitler ordered that all girl students in 
the School of Acting should immedi- 
ately take lessons in shorthand and 
typing, to prepare themselves for jobs 
in offices, 

A few days ago Hitler ordered that 
school holidays this summer are to be 
lengthened by ten days, which the child- 
ren will spend bringing in the harvest. 

Twenty-five thousand students have 
also been ordered to become amateur 
harvesters. 
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HUNGER AND PLENTY, 
HAND IN HAND 


In Hanover all married women have 
been “called up” for six weeks’ trial 
work in a large munition factory at 
Celle, which is roughly thirty miles from 
Hanover. 

Only those with small children to 
look after were exempted, 

Pay in the factory for the conscripts 
is sixpence an hour, 

The majority of women conscripted 
are the wives of professional men. 

All the women have to parade for a 
roll call at 5 a.m. 

The experiment, I am informed, is 
not successful, and is not likely to be 
repeated. Nevertheless, the order re- 
mains in force, although it is most pro- 
bable that in future single women only 
will be conscripted, and for preference 
those who have had previous experience 
of work.

plenty of everything. 

You can say that Germany is eager 
for war—for you can listen to speeches 
saying that war is a grand thing and a 
fine thing. 

And you can say that Germany hates 
war as much as Mr. Chamberlain does 
—for you will find people who will talk 
this way in the security of their homes 
(and even then they are afraid), 

It was a Sunday morning when I 
walked from France into Germany, I 
crossed the Kehl bridge, which is about 
as long as London Bridge, lea 
Strasbourg in France behind me 
entering Germany, the mysterious 
Germany of today. __ 

Not so long ago this causeway was 
the usual link that one finds between 
one country and another; but today, 
when you cross the Rhine everything 
is different. 

Both the French and the Germans 
have wired themselves in at their re- 
spective bridge-heads.

It was a pleasant morning and my 
train was a slow one which stopped at 
every station, There were not many 
travellers, ‘Travel in Germany is too 
expensive nowadays. 

When people entered my compart- 
ment, they muttered “Heil Hitler and 
gave a sort of flabby salute with the 
right arm, rarely lifting it higher than 
their waist. 

Sitting opposite to me in the corner 
was a middle-aged man who had also 
got into the train at Kehl, 

When the compartment was empty 
except for the two of us, he said to me: 
“T notice you don’t reply when they- 
say ‘ Heil Hitler,’ and you don’t salute.” 
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NO PRIVACY 
FOR CIVILIANS 


I replied that I did not have to be- 
cause I was an Englishman, The little 
man smiled ‘happily and said in perfect 
English: “I congratulate you.” 

The coach had a corridor running 
down one side, and when I walked 
along I noticed that in the corner of 
every compartment was hanging a sort 
of guide-book to various parts of 
Germany. tis 

{ picked one up out of curiosity and 
was idly running through the pages, 
when I noticed stuck to one a black 
and red label which said in printed 
letters: “Hitlerism means war—The 
German Freedom Party means peace 
and bread.” 

I looked at several other pamphlets, 
and although I didn’t come across 
more than three of these labels, I did 
notice, to my great astonishment, com- 
ments which travellers had scribbled 
in pencil in the margins, 

And if I gave in English the transla- 
tion of what the Germans had written, 
“The People” wouldn’t publish it. 

Later I was to find in several parts of 
Germany these little black and red 
labels stuck in between the pages of 
newspapers: stuck up in washplaces 
and cloakrooms. 

There is much more visual Opposi- 
tion to the Nazis in Germany than 
there is to the Fascists in Italy.

Germany, like ourselves, has an 
elaborate system of air defences, and, 
as in England, there are air wardens, 
one for each block of flats, whose duty

it is to see that people are prepared 
against raids, 

But many Germans will tell you that 
these air wardens have another job as 
well—they are all connected with the 
Nazi party, and one of their duties is to 
repurt to local headquarters on the 
activities of the people who live in 
each block of flats. 

The warden reports on each tenant 
in detail, 

He has to draw up a report and to 
say how many visits each family re- 
ceives and whether the people come 
for the most part in the evening or in 
the daytime. 

The warden is also supposed to be 
able to say what each family does in 
the way of listening-in to the wireless, 
Can their wireless receive short-wave 
messages? Does a particular family 
listen to the B.B.C. in the evening? 
Can any member of the household 
speak a foreign language. 

When arrests are made by the 
Gestapo, they are carried out in a 
manner far more spectacular than that 
used by the Italian secret police, 

The German secret police uses 
methods of terrorism also, but it saves 
most of it for use in the concentration 
camp. 
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OBVIOUS CONTEMPT 
FOR ITALIANS 


Arrests are carried out more often 
in the daytime in Germany, instead of 
in the night-time, as is usual in Italy. 

It is sometimes wondered why people 
who are non-Jews are arrested and cast 
into concentration camps, and, after 
being held for a time, turned loose. 

It is true that the people arrested 
are usually those about whom some 
report has oveen nade by the warden 
or by a jealous colleague in business. 
Dut the real reason is so that the 
person turned loose from 4 concentra- 
tion, camp may be a living example to 
Others who may be tempred to discuss 
Or criticise existing conditions.

Italy. That is all the Germans think 
the Italians are good for; to work for 
them. 

No attempt is made to hide the utter 
contempt they feel for the Italians. 

While the German people are told in 
their controlled newspapers and con- 
trolled wireless stories about the 
strength and valour of the Italian 
army, the people themselves laugh and 
shrug their shoulders. Nowhere does 
one hear a good word said for Ger- 
many’s new ally. ; 

So far as the question of war is con- 
cerned, the majority of people say, in 
effect, this: “We do not want a war, 
but if the Fuehrer says we have to go 
to war then to war we must go.” 

That is the spirit of fatalism which is 
peculiarly and particularly German, I 
can understand this mentality myself, 
because I. have lived in Germany for 
some time and have been in and out of 
the country ever since the war. 

I saw the Germans when they were 
beaten flat by the British blockade in 
1918. 

I was in Germany all through ye

At the present 
moment hatred is 
directed not 
against France, 
the hereditary 
enemy of Ger- 
many, but against 
Great Britain. 
The people are 
told that Great 
Britain is going 
to starve Germany 
once again and 
that Great Britain 
must be stopped 
from doing so, 

If there were 
any question of a 
“popular war,” 
that war would 
be a war directed against Poland. 
The Germans have always hated 
the Poles, and now that hatred is 
being whipped up by artificial 
means. For some obscure reason 
the French are being left out of this 
great hate. 

A casual traveller or holiday-maker in 
Germany would not notice any shortage 
of food whatsoever; indeed, thousands 
of Germans who have friends or rela- 
tives in England have to write letters 
under orders saying how fine every- 
thing is. 

Perhaps many of my readers haye 
had such letters, but I can assure them 
that conditions are bad, and are getting 
steadily worse. 

It is not a question of a butter card 
and the six ounces of butter allowed per 
head per week, That has been going on 
for so long that people are quite used 
to it. 

There is also a great shortage of eggs, 
and the quality of everything is bad. 

Cloth for dresses and suits is shoddy. 

Everything, everywhere seems shoddy: 
but, as I say, this has been going on for 
a long time, and is not something which 
has come on the Germans suddenly, 

They look upon it as something that 
they had to get used to, and have got 
used to, and which may go on for ever 
and ever, 

The spirit of the Germans can «be 
divided roughly into two distinct parts. 
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PAGANISM 
PURE 'AND SIMPLE 


From middle-age upwards people are 
sullen and dispirited; and I am speak- 
ing now of people who are not members 
of the Nazi party, not because they do 
not wish to be, but because they are not 
allowed to be, 

It is to these people to whom the 
world must look for salvation from war, 
because so far as the younger genera- 
tion is concerned it has no thought 
except for Hitler and what he says, 

Religion of all kinds has been 
drummed out, It is not a question of any 
one particular religion, but of all reli- 
gion. Hitler is heading the young 
people for paganism pure and simple. 

Marriage in a church is not exactly 
prohibited, but is not encouraged, 
whereas is on weddings are encour- 
aged, otan, the old pagan god, is 
now the god of modern Germany. 

I have seen many extraordinary 
things happen in Germany, I saw the 
end of Kaiserism, and I was present in 
Weimar when the German Republic 
was born, I saw that fall over and 
Hitler come into power, 

I was in Vienna when Hitler entered 
the former Austrian capital, but I re- 
member well when I sat in Court in 
Leipsig when Hitler, a poor-looking 
object in a shiny blue suit, was sen- 
tenced to two years’ imprisonment in a 
fortress.

Kneeling on the hearth-rug in the 
back room of his little home Mac 
taught me that there was more in it 
than this. 

Patient, kindly, infinitely painstaking, 
he spent hours showing me how to lead 
and counter correctly. 

When he was down on his knees he 
was just abot the right height for me, 
and I can see him now swaying to and 
fro as I danced round him. 

“Lead with that left, sonny!” he 
would say. “Cross your right!” 

And after the serious work was over 
he would join in a hectic rough-and- 
tumble on the rug that left us both 
breathless. 

So gradually I learned, and before 
long I was ready for my professional 
debut.. Now if you study the record 
books you will not find my name ap- 
pearing before December, 1934, when I 
was matched with Joe Jacobs at Liver- 
pool.

Youngster though I was, I had the 
sense to appreciate that I had set myself 
no easy task, and I decided that the 
best and quickest way to attract atten- 
tion to myself was to win my fights with 
spectacular rapidity. 

So from the beginning this was my 
aim, and from this developed my wide 
open aggressive style of fighting which 
has brought me critics and admirers. 

Actually. I am not so lacking in 
defence aS some people believe. My 
stance. the manner in which I weave 
in, my gloves poised for action. is 
deceptive, as men I have fought would 
tell you.

OUBTLESS you’ve found out=to your 

cost. that most woollies will shrink 

at the slightest provocation. “The reason 

may be heat in washing or ironing, wrong 

soaps, too much hard rubbing; or marked 
changes of temperature -while drying. 

Wool, is a soft. wavy fibre, covered with 
tiny scales that overlap each other—you 
can see ‘these clearly under thë micro- 
scope. There are so many of them that, 
Unless -the material is given particular 
care in washing they get twisted. together 
and appearance and texture are spoilt. 

To prevent shrinking, be sure to wash 
your woollies.in waters of the same tem- 
perature, a -very low: one. 

Try using Rinso, which takes out every 
Speck of dirt gently, without ‘any’ need 
for hard rubbing Just. squeeze them 
through a rich lather and rinse well. 

Pull into shape while «still. damp, and 
dry flat, if possible at. the same tempera- 
ture as. the washing waters.

NGREDIENTS: Three eggs, } lb. peas 

(shelled), 2 medium sized onions, fat 
for frying, 2 oz. grated cheese, salt and 
pepper, 1 oz. butter.

I“ times like these the first duty 
of government is to secure the 
safety of the people, but, admitting 
that, the final object of government 
must be the people’s welfare and happi- 
ness as well as their safety. 


And that brings me back to the case 
of the Old-Age Pensioners. I have 
reason to believe that when the Gov- 
ernment next “ goes to the country ” its 
Speakers will promise an increase of 
the “ ten bob a week ” which is now paid 
to some two million elderly men and 
women in this country. 


No change of heart or late repent- 
ence; no gleam of returning economic 
Sanity, is accountable: for this conces- 
sion. The simple truth is that the 
Press and the public are at last deter- 
mined to pay their debt to the old folk. 


In fact, politicians who don’t promise 
to increase the pension won't get votes!

A’ present 230,000 pensioners 
have to apply for poor relief 
and another 300,000 eke out a living by 
doing jobs of one kind and another 
for less money than the job is worth. 
Old women go out charing and weary 
old men toil anxiously to make a few 
shillings a week. 


You may take it as a general rule 
that an old-age pensioner at work 1s 
indirectly paying ais pension to his 
employer. In other words, he is being 
paid ten shillings less than he deserves 
and, quite possibly, he is keeping some 
younger man on the dole. 


If we weren’t so blinded by mere 
figures, we should see at once that 
it would cost nothing to take all 
the pensioners of this kind off poor 
relief and out of the labour market. 


And it would be no less truly eco- 
nomical to do as much for hundreds 
of thousands of others who are living 
to-day partly at the expense of their 
own children and relatives. 


If, after taking all. these facts into 
consideration, the taxpayer should still 
have to pay something extra. I am sure 
he would pay it with a good heart and 
count it cheap thus to end the fear that 
haynts all poor people when the even-

But Freedom and Peace are both 
among the great gifts of life which 
must be boight with a price. Mere mil- 
lions are not enough: sacrifice and 
courage count for more than money,

MARLENE that lightning war is- a “ wish- 
dream,” studies Germany’s food 
situation, war industries and oil 


supplies as described by German 
technical experts. 


Quoting Colonel, Friedensburg, of the 
German General Staff, who is author of 
“ Coal and [ron in the Great War,” Dr. 
Lajos shows that Russia collapsed so 
soon because she. had used up all her 
peace-time reserves and in war-time 
could not replace them. 

' In discussing the situation in 
£astern Europe we must not overlook 
the magnificent Polish army, whose 
morate, armaments and war-time 
strength is beyond comparison with the 
Polish troops-of the old Czarist army 
or with the Polish Legion. 

“It is easy to understand that the 
German General Staff itself fights 
against the idea of lightning war,” he 
writes, describing the German shortage 
of reserves and trained officers. 

Colonel ‘Thomas, of the German 
General Staff, who writes on “ Operative 
and Economic Thought” in “ Military 
and Economic Annual Report, 1936,” 
said: “Our false trust in a short war 
once caused our destruction. In the age 
of the aeroplane and tank we should 
not let ourselves be seduced again by 
this dream. 


REVOLT PERIL 


“ We do not need to be expert econo- 
'mists to see that behind an apparent 
lower production in the. war industries 
of Britain and France there are con- 
cealed extraordinary strong reserves,” 
Dr. Lajos goes on. ~“ Berlin is over-exert- 
ing its last strength, uses up any kind 
of raw materials and has reached the 
uttermost capacity of its industries. 

“Only now are London and Paris get- 
ting to work, Their reserves are beyond 
estimating and it would be no difficulty 
for them to increase their steel produc- 
tion for this year by 25 per cent. That 
would mean a 50 per cent. increase in 
their production of war materials.” 

The standard of the goods produced 
by German heavy industry is falling off, 
writes Dr Lajos. ; 

Finally he discusses the morale of the 
German people and describes in great 
detail the plans drawn up by the 
German police to suppress revolts anz 
revolutionary fighting should it break 
out during a war. 

Dr. Lajos quotes a speech made in 
September, 1937, by Herr Himmler, head 
of the Nazi Black Guards and Secret 
Police. in which the latter says that 
Germany would have a fourth battle- 
field at home.—B.U-P.

But, during that sleepless 
night, came inspiration that 
may end for all time tragedies 
such as overtook the ill-fated 
submarine. 

Grey-haired Mr. Brookes, a retired 
engineer, of Wycherley-eres., New 
Barnet, Herts, has sent plans of his 
invention to the Scientific Research 
and Experiment Department of the 
Admiralty. 

He told me to-day: “My idea is to 
equip submarines with apparatus that 
will provide them with a constant sup- 
ply of pure air when they are sub- 
merged. 

“My invention consists of a steel box 
which can be released from the vessel’s 
deck in time of danger, carrying to the 
Surface twin hose pipes. i 

“By means of special valves and a 
small electric or hand pump, it will be 


possible to expel foul’air and fill the 
vessel with fresh air. 


“A telephone wire and also a thin 
cable for supplying electric light to the 
submarine might be incorporated in the 
apparatus, which would enable. a crew 
to exist for many days under water.” 


“50 PER CENT. SAFER 


A submarine engineer, to whom I 
showed Mr. Brookes’ plan, said it had 
great possibilities. 

“But many factors which the in- 
ventor has not taken into consideration 
must not be overlooked,” he said. 

“Such problems as the flow of the 
tide and the weight of the hose pipes 
will have to be overcome. A tide of only 
a few knots might easily drag the steel 
box under water and make the appara- 
tus useless. 

“Still, I should think that Admiralty 
experts could solve these and other 
problems. 

“In my opinion, this gentleman cer- 


tainly has an idea which may make 
submarines 50 per cent. safer.” 


Mr. Brookes, who has taken out a pro- 
visional patent, received a formal note 
from the Admiralty last week saying his 
invention is “ under consideration,” 

The note added, “A reply will be sent 
as soon as possible, but the volume of

More people 
are in work and higher wages are 
being paid than ever before. 

Further, record numbers of people are 
now enjoying holidays with pay. 

Within a week or so it is certain that 
the note circulation will reach a record 
total. 

Now standing at nearly £506.000,000, it 
is only £4,000,000 short of the record 
established in December, 1937.

ALWAYS THE SAME 

It’s only the name that changes. The 
surroundings are always the same—a 
dimly lit room—they keep the lights low 
to hide the dirty walls—a few dusty and 
wilting palms to add “glamour,” and a 
handful of semi-drunks going through 
the motions of dancing on a tiny patch 
of linoleum. 

The band consists of ¢ ncient piano, 
sometimes augmented by drums and a 
fiddle—the poor devils of musicians play- 
ing for a few shillings from midnight 
until dawn don’t see much of the pro- 
fits—and the 3 a.m. cabaret is generally 
a half-nude dancer or singer of popular 
tunes rewritten with suggestive lyrics. 

The title “club” means nothing. 

They are about as private as Piceadilly 

Underground station. Anyone with 

half a crown entrance fee can find a 

welcome. 

Inside you pay fifty shillings a bottle 
for fake “champagne,” half a crown a 
bottle for beer, and twenty-five shillings 
for spirits. 

The “mugs ”—seeking a thrill in dis- 
covering London’s glamorous night life— 
drink the “champagne” and whisky; 
the regulars, who go there night after 
night looking for pigeons to pluck, sip 
tea and coffee. 

ROUGED MEN 

I could take you to three different 
dens almost next door to one another in 
the same alley that should be closed 
immediately. 

One caters for blond and rouged young 
men and Eton-cropped women; the 
second for coloured men and women of 
low repute; and the third for a gang of 
criminals with convictions ranging from 
blackmail to drug peddling.

James J. Hewitt, Southport’s new 
wing half from Northampton, used to be 
a free-scoring centre-forward. That will 
be news to followers of the Seaside club. 
Jimmy actually started his career as the 
leader of an attack, and with Hartlepools, 
in the 1955-54 season, was their leading 
marksman with 20 goals. It was only 
when transferred to Norwich that he de- 
veloped into a wing half, and he has 
served Northampton well on the right or 
left flank during the last four seasons. 


On June 30 Hedley Verity completed 
his ninth year of first-class cricket—he 
played only half a season in 1930. In the 
nine English seasons and tours in Aus- 
tralia (twice), South Africa, India and 
Jamaica covered by the period, Verity 
took 1,857 wickets for 14.92 runs apiece— 
an average of 206 wickets per year. Has 
any other bowler taken as many wickets 
in a corresponding period? In his first 
nine years with Yorkshire, Rhodes, one of 
the likeliest candidates, took 1,757 wickets 
—just 100 wickets fewer than Verity. 


In devastating form with the ball this 
season is Dick Tyldesley, former star 
Lancashire bowler, who has been match- 
winner time after time for Levenshulme, 
runaway leaders of the Lancashire and 
Cheshire League. Prior to yesterday’s 
matches he had taken 95 wickets in 14 
league games—or an average of nearly 
seven wickets a match! Last week-end 
he took 6 for 14 against Unsworth, and 
followed this up with 7 for 42 against 
Cheetham on Monday. With 12 more 
matches to be played, he seems certain 
to pass the 150 mark before the end of 
the season. 


July 3 and 4 were red-letter days for 
bowlers, for on those two days three of 
them—Wright, Goddard and Hollies—each 
took nine wickets in an innings. To add 
distinctiveness to the performance Wright 
and Goddard took their packets in con- 
secutive innings -of the same match 
(Gloucestershire v. Kent at Bristol). 
Goddard followed up his nine wickets in 
Kent’s first innings with eight in the 
second, making a pleasant record—for 
Goddard, not Kent—of seventeen wickets 
in a,day! Only two other bowlers—Blythe 
in 1907 and Verity in 1933—have taken 
seventeen wickets in a match in such 
indecent haste. 


Star players in the making are always 
lurking around the doorstep of most clubs; 
some get inside, others are allowed to drift. 
Like other clubs, West Ham have lost a 
few plums. but less have found their way 
into other baskets. One of the many great 
players who built up a reputation in the 
local schools to become a distinguished 
Hammer is Jim Barrett, who has now 
served the club 17 seasons. Included in 
the £4,083 paid out by the club in benefits 
was the third for this centre-half, who 
always commanded respect. He has the 
unique experience of having been an 
international for about a minute. This was 
when he played for England against Ire- 
land in 1920—his only cap. He was hurt 
immediately after the start and took no 
further part in the game, 


"AGAIN, last season only four bowlers 
took five or more wickets in an 
innings jor less than three runs each. 
Already in 1939 there have been eight 
instances,, ranging from James Lang- 
ridge’s five wickets for three runs 
against Derbyshire at Derby to Phillip- 
son’s seven for 18 against Gloucester- 
shire at Bristol.

HE American. deluge that hit Fru 
Sperling in the semi-final was almost 
equally drenching to Miss Kay Stammers 
in the women’s final. 
. The “deluge” came from one Miss 
Alice Marble, blonde, bronzed American, 
who hits the ball like a man. For all her 
frantic attempts to withstand the storm 
of balls that hit the lines around her, 
Miss Stammers could garner only two 
games in two sets, 

Driving tremendously deep, Miss Marble 
kept the pretty English girl almost en- 
tirely on the base-line and, strive as she 
would, the left-hander could never escape 
this shackle. 

The two girls had received a tremendous 
ovation from the packed terraces. Both 
turned and bowed to Queen Mary before 
hitting up. 

In the first game Miss Marble climbed 
from 15—40 to clinch it with an oblique 
forehand shot. Swiftly the American took 
the next game off English errors before 
“Kay”. could get her drive working 
smoothly. Miss Stammers, however, did 
get the third game with a perfectly angled 
forehand passing shot after’ reaching

Still, those rasping American drives 
pierced Kay’s defences. Miss Marble's 
astonishing length, her masculine 
severity compelled the English girl to 
forget all about volleying.
